Lila 


The divine play, from Hinduism. Expresses “the 
world” as spontaneous play by the godhead for the 
sake of having fun 


Loving Love 


A process oriented goal, it is to love the process of 
being engaged in lila. The “obstacles” we 
experience are our opportunity to learn. And this 
is learning beyond learning, it is making our own 
way of loving love 


Sedna 


Inuit goddess. Didn’t want to get married, had 
fingers cut off which became seals, and went to 
bottom of the ocean. Shamans go to comb her 
hair. Speaks to how we have been mistreated, how 
that mistreatment is core to the sustainance of life, 
and how we can feel pleasure: what is your 
equivalent to having your hair combed? 


Sophia 


Sophian gnosticism, Sophia or wisdom is a higher 
order being than the “demiurge” who created our 
world. The purpose here is to find wisdom and 
raise it to its proper place 


Sex 2 


The idea of eroticism beyond sexual behavior 
proper. Emphasizes that we are influencing each 
other (and beyond consent, you can’t ask 
persmission for everything), and that we should 
like this. The goal is to be penetrated and to 
penetrate others in a way which is pleasing. Sex as 
e.g. trantric metaphor for coming together again of 
the divine. Sex2 is basically a deep 
emotional/cognitive/spiritual/physical co-presence 
which speaks to this and “Sex1” is not the point 
(though by no means excluded) 


Uneven and Combined Development 


Doctrine created by Trotsky, emphasizes that all 
communities and people are developing together. 
Our development is uneven, we are at different 
levels. And it’s also asymmetric, it’s not “given 
stages” but all of us have a unique standpoint and 
process of development. And it’s combined 
because we all develop in context of each other. 
The individual is always coming out of other 
things 


Dependent Co-origination 


Concept from Buddhism saying that things hang 
together. There is interdependence and 
interpenetration among all things (ties into sex 2 
for example, as principle of generativity beyond 
or orthoganal to sexual reproduction) 


Upaya 


Concept from Hinduism/Buddhism about treating 
things on a case-by-case basis and tailoring one’s 
expression to the intended audience. It’s not about 
“one message” everyone needs to hear, but what 
you think would help people as they are right now 


Progressive Revelation 


The idea that religions are defined by the time and 
place where they came out, but are still 
expressions of the “same” divine. I expand this to 
include individual perspectives (like idiolects in 
language) and political views, science worship, 
etc. All doctrines are true in that they are 
functional given where they came from. The 
question is what speaks to our current moment, in 
time as well as for each of us individually 


Christian universalism 


Within Christianity the idea that everyone will be 
saved. Important because it gets to the idea of all 
sentient beings. Also resurrection doctrine can be 
important. If we really believe all will be 
resurrected then the stake of death loses much of 
its fear. But it’s also that we are all pre-resurrected 
through our participation already now in lila 


Non-exclusivism 


The idea that you can be a full member of 
multiple/all religions at once. Being a Christian 
does not mean you aren’t a Hindu. Being allegiant 
to my faith doesn’t mean I must betray yours. Etc. 


Jihad 


Term from Islam speaking mainly about the 
*internal* struggle with ourselves, but also 
branching out into engagement with the “outside 
world.” Subsumes fighting into spiritual 
development 


Cultural singularity 


The idea that the computer “singularity” is a red 
herring. We are the artificial intelligences as we 
continue to trick ourselves out. Self-cultivation is 
the computer getting better at programming itself. 
We help each other develop, and this is an 
accelerating process. Involves deepening levels of 
mutual submission, deep acceptance and not being 
scandalized by “dangerous” or vindictive ideas. 
Addressing the aggressive other as Sedna, looking 
to comb her hair. And then turning to the issue of 
having fun and maintaining playful joyful intent 


New Flesh 


The idea again that traumas lead to new organs in 
our “energy bodies,” in body 2, which is involved 
in sex2. So development involves seeing pain and 
blockage is a new opportunity to interface in new 
and transformative ways with others
